The Ontario Ministry of 
the Environment officially 
opened its $1.1 million 
arsenic removal plant’ in 
Deloro on July 13. during 
an open house tour of the 
plant ; 

Arsenic is a non-metallic, 
poisonous element. Even 
though most living organ 
isms contain small amounts 
of the substance, too much 
of it will result in arsenic 
poisoning. 

Arsenic has been seeping 
into the Moira River as.a 
result of past gold, silver 
and colbalt mining and 
smelting in Delora. 

When the smelting plant 
closed down in 1961, arsenic 
was buried and it has been 


getting into the river 
through the groundwater 
table 


In 1958 uasek cattle 
along the river died due to 
arsenic poisoning : 

The Ministry says that an 
acceptable level of arsenic is 
05 parts per million (ppm), 
but maintains that levels as 
high as .2 ppm are sqfe. 


The first pumping station. is 
near the building which 
used to house the old 


; 


loro arsenic filtration pl 


On the average the level 
of arsenic in the river to be 
filtered is 320 ppm, with a 
high level of 770. The plant 
puts the water back into the 
river at .05 ppm, removing

The muskellunge has 
been long valued for its 
fighting ability and as a 
trophy fish—the world re 
cord is'ounces below 70 Ibs 
The legal minimum size 
limit for anglers taking a 
muskie is 28 inches. It has 


been estimated that 200 


hours of fishing time pro- 


duces one ‘keeper’ muskie. 
They require, clean, fresh 
witer to spawn in and a 
large area to feed adequate 
ly: 


Williamson says when

The agriculture study 
indicated a change in land 
tenure patterns since 1971 
There has been a decrease 
in the number of owner 
operated farms and an 
increase in the number of 
part-owner /part-tenant op 
erated farms. By 1981 
approximately $0 per cent of 
all farms and 45 per cent of 
the total farm acreage were 
classified part-owner’ part

One contributing factor to 
this trend has been the 
popularity of hobby farms 
where frequently the 
owners utilize only a portion 
of the land or are present 
only on the .weekends.

Farming in northern 
Hastings has undergone 
significant change since the 
1960s. Most notable has 
been the decrease in the 
number of farms and farm 
acreage. Historically land 
with arable capability. even 
if limited, was cultivated to 
supply food for the logging 
and mining commumtues 
Subsistence farming was 
also a way of life.

How to Beat Tired Feet. 


“People seem to be 
more reluctant to con- 
sult a doctor about the 
two ends of their bo- 
dies, the feet and the 
mind, than they are 
about any of the parts 
in between,” com- 
ments one Canadian 
physician. 

And seniors arent 
the only people with 
foot problems or tired 
feet. Seven out of 10 
persons have some 
trouble with t 
body's foundation. 

There are many 
reasons for .‘tired 
feet”: poorly-fitted 
shoes or fallen arches, 
corns and calluses, in- 
grown toenails, burn- 
ing spots or blisters, 
or just overdoing if on 
a daily walk. 

So how do’you beat 
tired feet? 


Wear correctly fit- 
ted shoes. Have two 
pairs in regular use. 


Wear them alternate-_ 


ly, keeping the other 
pair on shoe trees so 
they ll hold their 
shape while the absor- 
bed perspiration has a 
chance to dry. 

For women, me- 
dium heels may be 
best, especially if the 
heels are made from 
rubber to provide 
good cushions for 
walking on hard sur- 
faces. Spike heels?

How to control weight wisely 


How often have you said, 
“If 1 could only get rid of that 
extra weight?” That extra 
weight that was seven pounds 
is now three kilograms. In 
either measure it causes, 
anxiety 

it's part of the cult of being 
thin. Women are bombarded 
with images of svelte, skin- 
ny models on TY, in maga- 
zines and the movies and 
often feel they should be thin 
too 

But do you really need to 
lose weight? Some health 
authorities are saying now 
that often women are mesme- 
rized by the “thin-is-in” 
fashion, and that they should 
make their own decisions

However. suppose cating 


habits do get out of control, or 
you feel sluggish and hate io 
iook at yourself in the mirror 
What's the best way to lose 
weight”

Fad diets generally don't 
work. You may lose some 
weight at first but you're like- 
ly to put it back on. Fad diets 
are often boring; «many are 
not nutritionally sound; fol- 
lowing an extreme fad diet 
for a long time may #amage 
your health 

The most effective way is to 


establish good eating habits 
and exercise daily. It's not a 
magic solution. It's not easy 
But it works in most cases 
And it's suited to the ideal 
weight loss goal of one kilo- 
gram (about two pounds) per 
week 

Basically, it's a matter of 
control. You learn to be in 
charge of problem situations 
— not eating when you feel 
lonely, depressed or bored, 
for example. You control 
sugar, fat and salt intake and 
eat a wide variety of foods to 
maintain good health while 
you establish a lifelong pat- 
tern. And you become ener- 
ay-wise with exercise. You 
balance the energy you take 
in — through kilojoules (calo- 
ries} — with energy. you 
expend — through activity

What positive suggestions 
does a safety officer have for 
young drivers who want to 
keep on living a healthy, pro- 
ductive life — free from disa- 
bility or other hazards? 

Transport Canada’s Chris 
Wilson emphasizes that the 
wise young adult isn't daring 
behind the wheel. has proba- 
bly taken a good driver edu- 
cation course and wears a4 
seatbelt 

Mr. Wilson adds, “Of course 
the good driver adjusts speed 


to prevailing road, traffic and 
weather conditions and stays 
within the posted speed limit 

“And we've learned some- 
thing interesting: Scandina- 
vian studies show that if you 
use headlights at all times, 
you reduce the possibility of a 
multi-collision by as much as 
20 per cent. For motorists to 
be safe and to be seen, we're 
recommending the same 
thing in Canada 

“It's also, important to keep 
a car in good condition, espe- 


cially if it's an older vehicle.” 

On the subject of drinking 
and driving, Mr. Wilson says a 
person shouldn't have more 
than one drink an hour, and- 
to wait at least one hour after 
the last drink before getting 
behind the wheel. But he 
would prefer it if people didn't 
drink at all before driving and 
applauds the practice of com- 
mercial airline pilots who 
consume no alcohol at least 
eight hours before flying

“Know Your Blood Pressure” 


OTTAWA — “As a general 
rule,” says Dr. Harold Col- 
burn of Health and Welfare 
Canada, “have your blood 
pressure checked at least once 
a year if you didn't have a 
high reading at the last check- 
up. Ask to have it measured 
when you visit your doctor or 
nurse, or when another 
opportunity arises. 

“Of course, if you know you 
have high blood pressure, you 
should visit your doctor as 
often as he or she recom- 
mends — to have your pres- 
sure taken and obtain gui- 
dance on treatment.” 

The recent Canada Health 
Survey found that men are 
four times more likely than 
women to have more serious 
levels of uncontrolled. high 
blood pressure 

High blood pressure, or 
hypertension in medical lan- 


guage, affects more. than 
1,500,000 Canadians. And 
many people don't even 
know they havé it 

But everyone has high 


blood pressure. It's the force 
of the blood against the walls 
of the arteries. This force is 
generated by the heart as it 
pumps blood to“all parts of the 
body and is needed to main- 
tain the circulation. In some

people, bidod pressure ts 
higher than it should be — 
because arterioles (tiny arte- 
ries) harrow down, making It 
harder for the blood to pass 
through. This can make their 
blood pressure rise 

What Causes High Blood 
Pressure? 

No one knows for sure what 
causes it. Studies show that a 
variety of factors may be in- 
volved. Excessive salt intake, 
obesity, heavy alcohol con- 
sumption, stress, heredity and 
body chemistry are some of 
them. Many health authorities 


believe there's no single 
cause 

How Does It Affect 

the Body? 


High blood pressure adds to 
the. workload of the heart and 
puts strain on the arteries if 
that pressure is uncontrolled, 
there's increased risk of 
stroke, heart attack, enlarged 
heart, kidney failure and eye 
damage. 

Symptoms? 

One of the difficulties is that 
most people with high blood 
pressure have no symptoms 
at all. People can't rely on 
how they feel to tell them if 
their blood pressure is elevat- 
ed. That's why it’s just com- 
mon sense to have blood

How Do You Prevent It? 

Dr. Colburn of the federal 
Health Department says, “All 
the answers aren't in but we 
know that high blood pres- 
sure is More common among 
the overweight. Also, control- 
ling salt intake can do no 
harm and might benefit those 
who are susceptible to its 
effects. 

“High blood pressure, ciga- 
rette smoking and elevated 
blood cholesterol levels are 
the three major risk factors 
for cardio-vascular disease. So 
it’s also important to control 
fat intake to keep blood cho- 
lesterol levels down, and to 
quit smoking.” 

Dr. Colburn asserts, “Mo- 
dern treatment is very 
effective in reducing high 
blood pressure and its conse- 
quences. Don’t go around in 
the dark. Know your blood 
pressure. Have it checked as 
often as your doctor recom- 


cial also concurs with health 
authorities who say one 
should check labels of any 
non-prescription drugs, espe 
cially if they're to be taken 
before driving. Some antthis- 
tamines or cough and coid 
remedies may make you 
sleepy 

“Know your reactions to 
drugs of any kind.” says Chris 
Wilson. “And if you dont 
know how youll react, avoid

Its in mental confu- 
on, loss of judgment 
yout abilities, drow- 
ness or dizziness, or 
npaired coordina- 
on. Many other 
rugs interact to 
use unexpected and 
ndesirable side ef- 
cts and in some 
ases the desired 
ffect of one drug is 
ounteracted by an- 
ther.

Iron pills, taken 
with dairy products, 
won't do their job. 
Some antidepressant 
drugs combined with 
old cheese, herring, 
chicken livers or red 


' wine may lead to se- 


vere high blood pres- 

sure. 
Health authorities 

have positive guide- 
lines for seniors — to 
prevent problems 
with drug interaction: 

e Drugs may not al- 
ways be the 
answer to your 
difficulties. Ask 
your doctor to help 
you explore other 
alternatives such 
as diet and exer- 
cise. 

* Realize that aging 
slows down the 
body's ability to 
use drugs. More of 
the drug stays in 
the body for longer 
periods of time. 

e Take prescription 


drugs exactly as 
prescribed. If you 
have any pro- 
blems, let your 
doctor know. 

Bring all the drugs 
youre taking to 
the doctor {or doc- 
tors) you visit — 
including cold 
remedies, laxatives 
and other non- 
prescription drugs 
such as herbal 
remedies. Also, let 
the doctor know if 
you drink, even if 
it's only once in a 
while. 

Try to fill your 
prescriptions at the 
same pharmacy. 
Many pharmacists 
now keep compu- 
terized records of 
what drugs their 
customers are tak- 
ing. The pharma- 
cist can tell you 
about a_ possible 
drug interaction 
and can also advise 
you on the expiry 
date of your drug. 
If you're in doubt, 
ask. 


* Develop a system 


to help you re- 
member which 
pills to take at cer- 
tain times. Some 
people use a coded 
wall chart tacked 
up over the kit- 
chen sink. Some 
use a watch with a 
beeper. Others use 
an egg carton with 
seven sections, 
each containing 
pills prescribed for 
each day. A magni-
